General agricultural outlook 
more reassuring for 1955 


The present international economic outlook as seen: by the 
annual Agricultural Conference held in Ottawa, is more reassuring 
in a number of respects than it was a year ago, Business activity in 
North America, although somewhat below the high level of 1953, is 
now stable or slightly rising and in the United Kingdom, most of 
Western Europe and some Commowealth countries, an expansion of 
employment and output ‘is under way. 

Over-all world trade continues at a high level, and in general, 
the foreign exchange position of overseas countries is stronger 
than at any time since the war. There seems little or no reason to 
expéct a reversal in the substantial progress which has been made 
in the removal! of import restrictions against dollar goods. The import 
of agricultural products is still restricted to some extent however, 
by controls remaining in effect in the important United Kingdom and 
United States markets. Large surplus disposal programs are also 
being initiated in the United States, and the manner in which these 
programs are carried. out could influehce the regular flow’ of 
agricultural ‘trade. _ : : 

World agricultural production has increased in recent years by 


lation of 1.5 percent. ‘The pressure for increased production has 
thus become less- pronounced, though the gains in production have 
hot always been in the regions where requirements were greatest. 
Surpluses have emerged for some commodities, but in many areas 
the strong drive for national self-sufficiency is continuing. . 

Economic conditions in Canada have shown a slight improve- 
ment during the last half of 1954 Over the first part of the year.
